Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  22nd  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  three  districts  of  the  Combine,  together  with  an  account  of  the 
activities  of  each  Health  Department  for  the  year  1939 •  The  report 
has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
No.  1/60. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Minister,  towards  the  end  of  1938, 
again  gave  his  sanction  to  my  appointment  as  M.O.H.  to  the  Urban 
District  of  Crawley,  the  period  being  extended  to  March,  i960.  It 
was  at  that  time  considered  possible  that  "Health  and  Welfare" 
functions  would  be  delegated  to  that  Council  in  the  near  future, 
a  step  which  would  have  necessitated  the  appointment  of  a  full-time 
M.O.H .  for  the  New  Town.  However  the  Council's  application  has 
been  refused  and  it  would  appear  improbable  that  such  delegation 
can  now  take  place  before  1968.  The  present  scheme  continues  to 
operate  satisfactorily  and  the  Minister  has  now  extended  the  period 
of  sanction  to  March,  1962o  It  will  be  appreciated  that  this 
arrangement  involves  a  considerable  financial  saving  to  each  of  the 
Combined  Districts. 

On  the  first  two  pages  of  each  section  of  the  report  will  be 
found  the  vital  statistics  for  the  individual  districts.  In  the 
Horsham  Urban  District  the  estimated  resident  population  increased 
from  19,060  to  19,470;  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  dropped  from  l?o08 
to  14.75  and  the  corrected  Death  Rate  fell  from  11.03  to  10.42. 

Births  exceeded  deaths  by  31°  In  the  Horsham  Rural  District  the 
E0R.P0  showed  a  rise  of  340,  from  21,830  to  22,190;  the  corrected 
Birth  Rate  rose  from  13°?4  to  16.38,  while  the  corrected  Death  Rate 
showed  no  material  change.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was 
111.  In  the  Petworth  Rural  District  the  E.RoP.  rose  by  50  to 
9,740,  but  there  was  again  a  drop  in  the  corrected  Birth  Rate,  now 
14.50;  the  corrected  Death  Rate  also  showed  a  fall,  -  to  8.98, 
while  births  exceeded  deaths  by  9° 
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During  the  year  there  were  three  deaths  attributable  to 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  area  of  the  Combine,  all  in  male 
patients. 

Of  recent  years  there  has  been  a  spectacular  decline  in  the 
mortality  from  Tuberculosis,  largely  due  to  the  introduction  of 
effective  anti-tuberculous  chemotherapy.  Between  1948  and  195$  the 
figures  in  England  and  Wales  dropped  by  78%  in  males  and  8?%  in  females, 
and  in  children  by  95%  It  should  however  not  be  forgotten  that  during 
the  century  prior  to  194?  tuberculosis  mortality  had  shown  a  substantial 
fall,  -  attributable  without  doubt  to  the  long  term  gradual  improvement 
in  the  environmental  conditions  of  people  in  Great  Britain. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  Mass  Radiography  has  made  a  valuable 
contribution  to  ascertainment,  although  those  in  the  older  age  groups 
are  notoriously  reluctant  to  submit  to  examination.  Among  them  are 
those  who,  even  when  found  to  be  suffering  from  active  and  infectious 
disease  of  the  lung,  are  adamant  in  their  refusal  to  accept  treatment 
and  this  group  poses  a  most  difficult  problem. 

For  many  years  powers  have  existed  under  the  Public  Health  Acts 
to  compel  the  compulsory  segregation  of  highly  infectious  cases,  but 
few  authorities  have  in  fact  taken  action.  The  time  has  certainly 
come  when  this  attitude  must  be  reconsidered.  With  the  advent  of 
streptomycin  and  chemotherapeutic  drugs,  the  whole  outlook  in  tuber¬ 
culosis  has  changed  and  it  has  become  easy  to  render  the  average  case 
non-inf ectious.  With  the  gradual  decline  in  the  incidence  of  fresh 

cases  of  the  disease,  beds  are  now  available  for  the  segregation  and 
treatment  of  chronic  infectious  tuberculosis.  Ubdoubtedly  there 
should  now  be  an  extensive  search  for  and  compulsory  isolation  of  all 
open  cases  until  they  have  been  rendered  non-infectious. 

Were  action  to  be  taken  on  these  lines  throughout  the  country, 
tuberculosis  would  soon  become  a  rare  disease  in  Britain. 

Infectious  Diseases 


The  general  concensus  of  opinion  among  Medical  Ofiicers  of 
Health  is  that  the  list  of  diseases  in  respect  of  which  notification 
is  required  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1958  is  in  need  of  amendment. 
There  is,  for  example,  no  value  whatever  din  the  inclusion  of  Pneumonia 
("Primary1'  or  "Influenzal")  within  this  group.  Reference  to  the 
tables  of  causes  of  deaths  will  show  that  in  the  Horsham  Urban  District 
sixteen  deaths  were  attributed  to  Pneumonia,  while  only  five  notifica¬ 
tions  were  received.  In  the  Horsham  Rural  District  there  were 
nineteen  deaths,  but  no  notified  cases,  -  while  in  Petworth  deaths 

totalled  six  and  notifications  fifteen.

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Whereas  Measles  was,  in  years  gone  by,  an  important  cause  of  infant 
mortality ,  the  introduction  of  sulphonamides  and  antibiotics  has 
done  much  to  rob  it  of  its  terrors  by  controlling  complications o 
These  drugs  are  of  even  greater  value  in  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  both  dangerous  diseases  before  their  intro- 
ductiono 

Whether  there  is  any  value  in  the  notification  of  Scarlet  Fever 
is  very  doubtful,  for  only  those  cases  which  display  a  rash  become 
notifiable*  "Tonsillitis”  and  "Streptococcal  sore  throat"  may  both 
be  sources  of  infection,  but  are  not  formally  notified* 

There  is,  however,  a  strong  case  for  the  inclusion  in  the  list 
of  Brucellosis  ("Undulant  Fever"),  Anthrax,  Leptospirosis  and  Tetanus* 


Details  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  will  be  found 
in  each  of  the  three  sections*  It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a 
rise  in  the  incidence  of  Dysentery  in  the  Horsham  Urban  District 
and  this  was  mainly  due  to  infection  by  S.  Sonne,  a  mild  but  trouble¬ 
some  disease*  A  single  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  came  to  light  in 
the  Petworth  Rural  District®  In  spite  of  exhaustive  enquiries  the 
source  could  not  be  traced,  but  in  all  probability  infection  was 
contracted  away  from  home® 

The  summer  of  1959  was  exceptionally  warm  and  dry,  so  it  might 
have  been  expected  that  there  would  have  been  a  rise  in  the  incidence 
of  poliomyelitis.  Actually  the  area  of  the  Combine  had  an  excellent 
record  in  this  connection®  There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
notified  in  the  Horsham  Urban  and  Petworth  Rural  Districts,  while  in 
the  Horsham  Rural  area  there  was  one  case  of  paralytic  disease  and 
one  of  relatively  mild  non-paralytic  polio*  In  the  second  case 
the  diagnosis  was  made  on  symptoms  and  clinical  signs  only,  as  no 
virus  was  recovered* 

It  would  obviously  be  premature  to  claim  that  this  low  incidence 
was  the  direct  result  of  the  vaccination  campaign.  At  the  same  time, 
the  figures  are  encouraging* 

Food  Poisoning 

Each  year  an  annual  review  of  Food  Poisoning  in  England  and 
Wales,  prepared  by  the  Epidemiological  Research  Laboratory  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council,  is  published*  This  is  based  on  informa¬ 
tion  obtained  from  the  extensive  chain  of  Public  Health  and  Hospital 
Laboratories  throughout  the  country,  together  with  reports  made  by 
MoOs*H*  to  the  Ministry  of  Health*  Although  the  number  of  general 
outbreaks  fell  in  195b,  -  the  last  year  for  which  complete  figures 
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are  available,  -  there  was  a  rise  in  family  outbreaks  and  in 
sporadic  cases o  In  approximately  4o %  of  cases  investigated,  no 
cause  could  be  foundo  Of  the  rest,  incidents  due  to  staphylococci 
and  Clostridia  amounted  to  about  3%?  while  those  attributable  to 
salmonellae  totalled  nearly  60 Between  these  two  types  there  is 
a  distinction,  for  staphylococcal  and  clostridial  food  poisoning 
are  preventable «  If  all  who  handle  food  could  be  convinced  of  the 
dangers  of  holding  it  under  conditions  which  allow  bacterial  multi¬ 
plication,  -  as  in  warm  kitchens,  -  toxic  food  poisoning  would  soon 
be  abolished o  It  is  all  a  matter  of  a  little  basic  knowledge,  the 
right  equipment,  -  and  common  sensei

The  prevention  of  food  poisoning  by  salmonellae  is  a  much  more 
difficult  problem o  Many  cases  which  are  reported  are  sporadic  ones 
where,  in  spite  of  the  most  detailed  investigation,  the  cause  can 
never  be  traced 0  On  the  other  hand  the  investigation  of  an  '’outbreak’1 
is  a  very  different  matter  and  may  well  prove  an  easier  task.  Another 
aspect  of  the  problem  is  the  enormous  rise  in  the  number  of  different 
types  of  salmonellae  which  have  been  isolated  since  1940.  Up  to  that 
date  rather  less  than  twenty  were  recognised  in  Great  Britain  and  are 
now  regarded  as  endogenous «,  Since  then  some  hundreds  have  been 
identified  and  these  are  regarded  as  recent  importations <>  There  is 
no  doubt  that  one  of  the  most  important  vehicles  of  infection  is 
frozen  and  dried  imported  egg,  which  is  used  in  large  quantities  by 
the  baking  trade,  and  many  samples  of  which  have  been  found  to  be 
heavily  infectedo  An  excellent  example  of  the  dangers  which  can 
arise  from  the  use  of  these  products  was  the  outbreak  of  paratyphoid 
in  Crawley  in  the  spring  of  last  year.  Until  such  time  as  pasteuri¬ 
sation  of  all  bulked  egg  products  is  made  compulsory,  the  risk  will 
continue . 


It  is  generally  accepted  that  the  notification  rate  of  food 
poisoning  is  no  real  indication  of  its  incidence „  Many  of  those 

infected  have  relatively  mild  symptoms  and  may  not  seek  medical 
advice.  Even  then  the  diagnosis  may  not  be  made  in  the  absence  of 
bacteriological  confirmation . 

Only  three  formal  notifications  were  received  during  1939  and 
these  referred  to  a  small  family  outbreak  in  the  Horsham  Urban 
District .  Three  members  of  the  family  were  found  to  be  infected 
by  Salmonella  newport,  and  the  source  was  believed  to  have  been 
corned  beef.  In  two  of  these  cases  the  symptoms  were  fairly  mild, 
but  the  third  patient,  an  elderly  man,  developed  broncho-pneumonia 
and  died. 

One  case  of  Salmonella  typhi-murium  infection  which  came  to 
light  in  the  Horsham  Rural  District,  proved  to  be  of  unusual  interest. 
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A  child  of  two  years  was  found  to  be  carrying ,  but  the  organism  was 
later  reported  to  be  of  a  most  unusual  phage  type*  It  was  learned 
that  shortly  before  there  had  been  an  outbreak  of  illness  among 
calves  in  East  Sussex,  due  to  the  same  type  of  organism,  which  had 
led  to  other  cases  of  illness  in  various  parts  of  South-East  England* 
Careful  enquiries  suggested  that  the  infection  had  been  introduced 
into  the  household  by  dog-meat  obtained  from  a  knacker's  yard,  which 
had  dealt  with  a  calf  from  the  infected  herd* 


Other  cases  of  salmonella  infection  reported  and  investigated, 
but  where  the  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced,  were  as  follows

The  only  conclusion  one  can  draw  is  that  Salmonellosis  is  by  far 
the  greatest  problem  of  food  poisoning  in  this  country*  The  need  of 
control  of  known  sources  is  urgent  and  one  can  only  hope  that  a  start 
will  be  made  by  introducing  legislation  to  require  the  compulsory 
pasteurisation  of  all  bulked  egg  products* 


The  appointment  of  a  second  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
to  the  staff  of  the  Horsham  Urban  District  made  it  possible,  during 
the  second  half  of  the  year,  to  devote  more  time  to  the  routine  inspec 
tion  of  food  shops  and  catering  establishments*  However  in  the 
Horsham  Rural  District  the  position  is  much  less  satisfactory*  The 
heavy  pressure  of  work,  due  to  the  increased  responsibility  placed 
on  the  department  during  the  last  five  years  and  the  reduction  in 
staff,  has  made  it  impossible  to  pay  any  routine  visits  to  food 
establishments*  Experience  shows  that,  if  the  standards  required 
by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  to  be  maintained,  regular  visits 
of  inspection  are  essential*  The  present  position  must  give  rise  to 
concern* 


Psittacosis  -  Ornithosis 


This  is  primarily  a  virus  disease  of  parrots  and  budgerigars, 
finches,  pigeons  and  other  birds  but  is  transmissible  to  man  and 
certain  other  mammals*  The  human  disease  bears  a  general  resemblance 
to  enteric  fever  but  the  most  constant  characteristic  is  atypical 
pneumonia*  During  a  period  of  twelve  months  two  cases  of  the  disease 
were  reported  in  the  Horsham  Urban  District,  and  as  the  matter  is  one 
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of  considerable  interest ,  full  details  are  given 0 

A  railway  guard  of  5&  years  was  first  taken  ill  in  June, 

1958*  When  seen  by  his  medical  adviser  he  was  found  to  have  fever, 
but  the  doctor  was  told  that  he  had  been  ill  for  nearly  a  week.  For 
several  days  he  was  watched  carefully  on  account,,  of  the  continued 
pyrexia,  but  ultimately  chest  signs  were  detected  and  the  case  was 
regarded  as  one  of  atypical  pneumonia <>  The  doctor  then  sent  his 
patient  to  a  hospital  in  London  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
man  had  close  association  with  his  one  budgerigar  the  doctor  queries 
the  possibility  of  Psittacosis o  Having  made  a  satisfactory  recovery 
the  man  was  discharged  home  in  the  middle  of  August,  and  it  was  not 
until  nearly  a  month  after  his  return  that  the  Virus  Reference  Labora¬ 
tory  reported  that  the  diagnosis  of  Psittacosis  had  been  confirmed 0 
Enquiries  revealed  that  the  man  had  been  in  the  habit  of  allowing  his 
bird  to  take  biscuits  from  between  his  lips,  but  it  was  denied  that 
the  bird  had  been  in  contact  with  others  for  nearly  three  years  and 
it  had  always  appeared  healthy „  In  the  course  of  routine  enquiries 
the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  found  that  the  patient,  in  the 
course  of  his  duties  as  a  railway  guard,  frequently  conveyed  many 
cases  of  pigeons  in  his  van  and  on  occasions  he  had  released  the  birds 
at  intervening  stations  on  the  way  out  of  London.  We  are  greatly 
indebted  to  Mr.  Maton  for  suggesting  this  possible  source »  The 
question  of  arranging  for  the  examination  of  the  budgerigar  at  the 
Virus  Reference  Laboratory  at  Colindale  was  considered,  but  the 
Medical  Director  felt  that  this  was  not  justified,  as  infection  from 
the  pigeons  was  much  more  probable „ 

Early  in  May,  1959?  the  same  practitioner  was  called  to  another 
patient  of  his,  a  railway  guard,  aged  47  years .  He  presented  with 
urinary  symptoms  and  high  fever,  but  his  temperature  continued  to 
mount  and  he  became  acutely  illo  When  chest  symptoms  developed  the 
doctor  sent  him  to  Dorking  Hospital,  again  querying  Psittacosis  as  a 
diagnosis o  The  man  was  on  the  danger  list  for  several  days,  receiv¬ 
ing  intensive  antiobiotic  treatment,  but  ultimately  recovered  and  was 
transferred  towards  the  end  of  June  for  convalescence.,  It  was  not 
until  the  19th  June  that  the  Reference  Laboratory  was  able  to  confirm 
the  diagnosis  of  Psittacosis,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  serological 
examinations  are  rendered  more  difficult  in  cases  where  antibiotic 
treatment  has  been  necessary 0 

During  1995 »  two  cases  of  Psittacosis  occurred  in  Liverpool,  both 
patients  being  young  women.,  Careful  enquiries  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  suggested  the  possibility  that  infection  had  been  contracted 
by  contact  with  homing  pigeons.,  Professor  Semple,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  arranged  for  the  examination  of  a  large  number  of  these  birds 
and  also  for  the  collection  and  examination  of  over  five  hundred  wild 
birds  in  the  city.  Reports  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  showed  a 
very  high  percentage  of  both  varieties  to  be  infected.,  It  is  of 
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interest  that  the  two  women  had  relatively  mild  attacks,  but 
reference  is  made  in  the  literature  to  an  increase  in  severity 
with  advancing  years o  One  author  gives  a  mortality  rate  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  80  per  cento  among  patients  over  V?  years,  - 
but  presumably  this  was  before  modern  antibiotic  treatment  was 
available  and  certainly  before  corticosteroids  were  in  use0 

That  both  the  Horsham  cases  occurred  in  railway  guards  who 
had  been  in  close  contact  with  pigeons  is  obviously  of  great 
importance o  Perhaps  the  most  interesting  feature  is  that  the 
diagnosis  in  the  first  case  would  probably  not  have  been  suspected 
had  the  patient  not  chanced  to  own  a  budgerigar <>  Had  the  second 
case  not  been  seen  by  the  same  practitioner,  who  only  suspected  the 
nature  of  the  condition  in  the  light  of  his  earlier  experience,  the 
diagnosis  might  well  have  been  missed 0  The  fact  that  Psittacosis 
can  be  an  occupational  hazard  should  be  widely  known  and  an  account 
of  these  cases,  under  joint  authorship,  was  published  in  the  "Lancet" 
in  July,  I96O0

Horsham  is  primarily  a  residential  town  in  the  Weald  of 
Sussex 9  which  serves  as  a  shopping  and  recreational  centre  for 
the  surrounding  rural  areaQ  A  cattle  market  is  held  on  Wednes¬ 
day  of  each  week,  but  its  influence  on  the  town  is  now  small « 

There  is  some  light  industry  and  progress  has  been  made  during 
the  year  in  the  development  of  the  Redkiln  Way  industrial  site0 

The  growth  of  the  town  continues  steadily  with  209  houses 
completed  by  private  builders  and  20  for  the  Urban  Council »  A 
survey  undertaken  on  one  new  housing  estate  in  the  town  indicated 
that  just  over  80%  of  newly  erected  houses  for  sale  were  purchased 
by  persons  from  outside  the  area0  One  result  of  the  present 
enhanced  property  values  is  that  most  rented  houses  are  sold  on

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ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Most  patients  from  this  area  who  are  in  need  of  treatment 
in  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  are  admitted  to  Foredawn 
Hospital  at  Portslade,  or  alternatively  to  Swandean  Hospital  at 
Worthing,,  We  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Lenhoff,  the  Medical  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Foredown,  for  her  assistance  on  numerous  occasions. 

Although  the  responsibility  for  providing  accommodation 
for  cases  of  infectious  disease  no  longer  rests  with  Local 
Sanitary  Authorities,  the  previous  practice  whereby  practitioners 
wishing  to  arrange  admission  may  ring  the  Public  Health  Department, 
both  in  and  out  of  office  hours,  has  continued.  Under  this  scheme 
the  department  is  made  aware  of  cases  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  while  the  practitioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of 
making  the  arrangements  with  both  hospital  and  ambulance  service. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mrc  Go  E.  Maton 

Two  staff  changes  took  place  during  the  yearQ  Following 
the  decision  of  the  Council  to  return  to  two  additional  Inspectors, 
Mr0  Ho  Mousdell  joined  the  Department  on  8th  June,  1959o  Mr. -Mo 
Frankell  resigned  on  30th  September,  1959  to  take  a  more  senior 
position  with  another  Authority  and  was  replaced  by  Mr0  V.W.H* 

Denman o  The  appointment  of  Mr.  Mousdell  has  enabled  more  time 
to  be  given  to  inspections  of  food  premises  to  ensure  that  proper 
standards  are  being  maintained o 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Sonne 
Dysentery  occurred  in  the  schools  and  for  some  weeks  occupied  the 
time  of  the  Department.  During  this  time  over  300  faecal  specimens 

were  collected  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  for 
examination. 


The  inspection  and  sampling. of  food  and  action  under  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Acts  continued.  The  number  of  complaints  (ex¬ 
cluding  complaints  of  rats  and  mice)  received  and  investigated  was 
415°  During  the  months  that  the  Council's  swimming  pool  was  open, 
samples  of  the  bath  water  were  taken  and  submitted  for  examination. 

The  results  show  that  the  bacterial  purity  of  the  swimming  bath 
water  was  maintained  at  a  very  high  standard. 

One  feature  of  the  exceptionally  fine  summer  was  the  great 
increase  in  the  complaints  received  regarding  wasps  nests.  One 
hundred  and  three  wasps  nests  were  destroyed  by  the  Department  in 
1959,  compared  with  eighteen  in  I960.  Wasps  nests  in  open  gardens 
were  usually  easy  to  deal  with,  in  roof  and  other  confined  spaces 
this  was  not  always  the  case. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1959,  were 
to  have  come  into  force  on  1st  April,  1959?  but  were  revoked  before 
that  date.  These  Regulations  would  have  given  Local  Authority 
control  over  the  disposal  of  diseased  meat  from  slaughterhouses 
and  knackers  yards  and  over  the  sale  of  meat  for  animal  feeding 
purposes.  I  hope  that  Government  action  in  this  matter  will  not 
be  long  delayed.  The  publication  during  the  year  of  the  Slaughter¬ 
houses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  195^ 9  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  o±  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1958  completed  the  consolidated  and  new  legislation 
on  slaughterhouses.

Frequent  checks  were  made  to  see  that  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1958?  were  being  observed  and  twenty-one  licences 
were  issued  to  slaughtermen. 

Certain  portions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations, 
1958  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regula¬ 
tions,  1958  came  into  force  during  the  year.  The  Regulations 
dealing  with  construction  and  equipment  of  slaughterhouses  are  not 
yet  in  force,  but  talks  have  already  commenced  with  the  occupiers 
of  slaughterhouses  regarding  the  work  that  will  be  necessary  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations.  I  would  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  occupiers  are  co-operating  in  this  matter.

ACCOMMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Most  patients  from  this  area  who  are  in  need  of  treatment  in 
an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  are  admitted  to  Foredown  Hospital 
at  Portslade,  or  alternatively  to  Swandean  Hospital  at  Worthing. 
We  are  grateful  to  Drc  Lenhoff,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of 
Foredown,  for  her  assistance  on  numerous  occasions. 

Although  the  responsibility  for  providing  accommodation  for 
cases  of  infectious  disease  no  longer  rests  with  Local  Sanitary 
Authorities,  the  previous  practice  whereby  practitioners  wishing 
to  arrange  admission  may  ring  the  Public  Health  Department,  both 
in  and  out  of  office  hours,  has  continued.  Under  this  scheme 
the  department  is  made  aware  of  cases  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  while  the  practitioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of 
making  the  arrangements  with  both  hospital  and  ambulance  service.

Sewer  connections ,  housing  work  (slum  clearance  and  improvement) 
and  petroleum  duties;  these  have  been  the  principal  duties  carried 
out  by  Mr0  WoR»  Dunstan,  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  myself  during  the  past  year,,  Other  essential  duties,  including 
meat  inspection  and  investigation  of  complaints,  have  been  maintained, 
but  it  is  regrettable  to  have  to  report  that  there  have  been  no 
routine  inspections  of  food  premises  carried  out  during  1959° 

Work  outside  normal  office  hours  has  been  necessary  on  occasions 
and  I  must  express  my  appreciation  to  Mrc  Dunstan  for  his  excellent 
and  willing  co-operation  at  all  times „

HOUSING  ACT,  1997 

Progress  in  the  Council's  Slum  Clearance  Programme  has  been 
maintained  and  the  condition  of  27  unfit  houses  was  reported  to  the 
Council  for  formal  action „  Of  the  original  211  unfit  houses  noti¬ 
fied  to  the  Minister  in  1995?  68  remained  to  be  dealt  with  at  51st 
December,  1959° 

Unfortunately,  this  is  not  the  complete  picture  regarding  unfit 
houses,  and  it  is  pointed  out  that  the  figures  given  to  the  Minister 
in  1955  were  based  upon  a  survey  carried  out  ten  years  earlier,  in 
1945?  and  experience  is  proving  that  many  houses  listed  as  Category 
5  (i0e0  in  need  of  substantial  repair  but  not  unfit  to  live  in)  at 
that  time  have  fallen  into  a  lower  category  because  of  complete  lack 
of  maintenance o  The  Government  has  become  aware  of  this  great 
problem  and  measures  to  "arrest  the  decay"  have  been  taken;  the 
Rent  Act  now  helps  to  give  the  owner  a  reasonable  income  in  order  to 
execute  repairs,  and  the  recent  Housing  &  House  Purchase  Act,  1959? 
provides  grants  for  what  should  now  be  considered  as  essential 
amenities,  i0e0  WoCo,  bath,  hand  basin,  hot  water  system  and  food 
storage . 

I  look  forward  to  the  time  when  more  progressive  and  positive 
action  under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act  will  be  taken  (i0e«> 
requiring  the  repair  and  provision  of  essential  amenities)  as 
opposed  to  the  negative  procedure  of  closure  and  condemnation 0 
However,  before  that  day  comes,  tne  standard  of  fitness  in  Section 
4  must  be  improved;  and  the  implication  that  the  house  must  be 
unfit  to  live  in  before  repairs  can  be  required  must  be  removed,,

Housing  Improvement  Grant  work  takes  up  a  considerable  amount 
of  time,  but  it  is  thought  to  be  time  well  spent »  So  far  as  "Dis¬ 
cretionary"  Grants  are  concerned,  a  detailed  schedule  of  defects  and 
disrepair  is  prepared  and  issued  to  the  applicant,  who  is  informed 
that  all  the  items  mentioned  would  require  to  be  remedied  before  grant 
would  be  paido  This  service  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  applicant, 
who  is  informed  at  the  outset  what  his  non— grant  earning  commitments 
are  likely  to  be©  This  department  is  also  responsible  for  the  work¬ 
ing  of  the  new  "Standard"  Grant  scheme,  and  although  some  interest 
has  been  shown  by  the  public  in  "Standard"  Grants,  it  appears  that  the 
availability  of  main  drainage  is  the  deciding  factor 0  A  grant  of 
£4q  towards  the  cost  of  providing  a  W0C0  and  the  necessary  drainage 
disposal  is  not  very  attractive  when  one  considers  that  the  cesspool 
or  disposal  plant  alone  would  cost  about  £200o

Two  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
and  although  decisions  to  issue  the  respective  Certificates  were 
made,  in  both  cases  it  was  not  proposed  to  include  all  the  items

One  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  issued  and  one  undertaking 
was  accepted  from  the  landlord  to  remedy  defects.. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Main  water  is  supplied  to  the  Rural  District  by  the 
North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  and  all  forty-three  samples  of  this 
main  water  taken  at  various  places  throughout  the  district  for 
bacteriological  examination  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.. 

Fourteen  samples  of  well  water  were  also  taken  during  the 
year,  usually  at  the  request  of  the  tenant,  and  of  these  samples 
10  were  reported  upon  by  the  bacteriologist  as  being  unsatisfactory » 
When  such  a  report  is  received,  one  is  confronted  with  a  most 
difficult  problem  which  in  many  cases  is  brought  about  by  the 
inadequacy  of  the  Public  Health  Acto  The  appropriate  section 
of  this  Act  permits  a  Local  Authority  to  require  the  owner  to 
connect  to  the  mains  supply  in  certain  circumstances,  but  should 
the  owner  default,  then  the  Local  Authority  may  carry  out  this 
necessary  work  but  they  cannot  recover  more  than  £20  from  the

final  action  of  the  Health  Department  in  the  case  of  an  unsatis¬ 
factory  well  water  supply  is  to  instruct  the  tenant  to  "boil  or 
otherwise  sterilise  the  water  before  consumption".  This  action 
seem  illogical  when  a  mains  supply  is  situated  in  the  adjoining 
highway ,  but  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  connection  would  exceed

Drainage 


The  progressive  policy  of  the  Council  in  providing  main  drainage 
to  the  larger  village  centres  continues,  and  in  June  1999  the  sewer¬ 
ing  of  Rudgwick,  including  Bucks  Green  and  Tisraans  Common,  was 
completed®  In  order  to  facilitate  connections  to  the  sewer,  lateral 
drains  are  extended  from  the  sewer  to  the  boundary  of  each  property 
to  be  served  and  placed  at  the  most  convenient  position  and  depth. 

Out  of  a  total  of  219  properties  along  the  line  of  this  new  sewer, 

116  had  been  connected  satisfactorily  and  27  conversions  from  E®C® 's 
to  vVoC®  9s  had  been  effected  up  to  the  end  of  the  year® 


The  provision  of  main  drainage  to  a  district  which  has  tolerated 
pail  closets,  offensive  ditches  and  overflowing  cesspools,  has  a  far 
more  beneficial  effect  than  obviating  nuisances®  It  encourages  owners 
to  repair  and  improve  their  houses  and  I  feel  sure  that,  but  for  the 
advent  of  main  drainage,  many  houses  would  have  fallen  into  the  "unfit 
and  not  repairable  at  reasonable  expense"  category  within  the  next 
few  years® 


Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  three  multiple  caravan  sites  within  the  district  and 
I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  each  site  is  now  provided  with 
waterborne  sanitation® 


Difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  explaining  to  the 
public  the  fact  that  control  over  caravans  is  exercised  by  both 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act,  1947*  but  there  is  every  chance  that  next  year 9 s  annual  report 
will  welcome  new  legislation  which  will  abolish  dual  control®  At 
the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  "Caravan  Bill"  was  on  its 
tortuous  path  through  Parliament® 

Nine  new  licences  to  "erect  and  station"  and  eleven  renewal 
licences  have  been  granted  during  the  past  year®  One  application 
was  refused  because  of  inadequate  water  supply®

Filthy  and  Verminous ^Premises 

Four  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  such  premises 
during  the  past  year0  Although  nuisances  caused  by  "swarming** 
flies  ought  not  to  be  included  under  this  heading,  it  is  thought 
that  some  mention  should  be  made  of  this  ever  increasing  cause  of 
complaint  (there  were  thirty-five  such  complaints  during  1959). 

These  hibernating  swarms  invade  roof  spaces  and  unoccupied  rooms 
of  particular  houses  around  the  beginning  of  winter;  they  form 
large  clusters  hanging  from  rafters,  etc.,  and  remain  there  until 
March  and  April,  when  they  appear  in  a  semi-torpid  condition  and 
then,  after  some  days,  disperse  into  the  fields.  It  is  reassuring 
to  know  that  such  swarms,  when  seen  in  spring,  are  preparing  to 

leave  the  house  after  hibernating  over  winter,  and  not  just  arriving 
for  summer.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  employ  one  rodent  operator,  who  also  deals  with 
complaints  concerning  insect  infestations .  Complaints  of  rodents 
at  domestic  premises  are  dealt  with  free  of  charge,  but  a  charge 
is  made  in  respect  of  infestations  at  business  premises. 

During  the  year  847  infestations  were  found  to  exist,  10  of 
which  were  major  infestations.  Charges  amounting  to  £53.  0.  0. 

were  made  in  respect  of  treatment  at  51  business  premises  and  5 
farms.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  public  water  supply  remained  the  same  as  the  previous 
year0  As  the  weather  was  warm  and  dry  generally  from  April  to 
October ,  the  consumption  of  water  increased  more  than  the  normal 
average  increase 0  Nearly  twice  the  amount  was  taken  from 
Midhurst  R»DoCo,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  some  of  the 
increase  being  due  to  the  extension  of  the  area  served  by  this  link, 
while  the  supply  from  Petworth's  own  resources  increased  by  nearly 

10%o 


One  extension  of  water  main  was  laid  during  the  year|  this 
was  about  900  yards  of  2-inch  main  to  supply  North  Ifold,  Plaistowo 

Sixty-five  new  connections  were  made  to  the  public  mains 
during  the  yearo  The  total  number  of  properties  supplied  at  the 
end  of  1959  was  3?202?  which  represents  96%  of  properties  in  the 
District o 

The  few  private  supplies  which  still  exist  were  sampled  at 
intervals  throughout  the  year,  appropriate  action  being  taken 
where  necessary 0 

Samples  from  the  public  water  sources  and  from  the  distri¬ 
bution  mains  were  taken  every  week  throughout  the  year  and  sub¬ 
mitted  for  Bo  coli  examination 9  with  generally  satisfactory  resultso 
Samples  for  chemical  analysis  and  full  bacteriological  examination 
were  taken  on  seven  occasions  with  satisfactory  results » 

The  supply  position  began  to  present  difficulties  at  Plaistow 
in  March  and  April ,  but  this  was  relieved  by  extending  the  Midhurst 
supply  area  to  include  Lyons  Green  and  Durfoldo  By  the  middle  of 
June  other  areas  were  short  of  water  at  peak  periods  of  demand, 
and  so  notices  were  posted  throughout  the  District  prohibiting  the 
use  of  hoses  for  watering  gardens 0  The  maximum  demand  came  in  the 
last  half  of  June  and  the  first  half  of  July,  when  the  daily  con¬ 
sumption  for  the  District  was  636,496  gallons o  I  had  already 
called  the  council’s  attention  to  the  need  to  increase  supplies  for 
the  following  year  and  an  approach  was  made  to  Midhurst  R0D0C<>,  the 
No Wo  Sussex  Water  Board,  and  Guildford  and  Godaiming  Water  Board, 
with  negative  results o 

The  question  of  providing  a  storage  reservoir  at  Plaistow  to 
overcome  the  temporary  shortage  in  that  area  was  again  brought 
forward,  and,  after  a  discussion  with  Government  officials,  the 
Council °s  consulting  engineers  were  instructed  to  report  on  the 
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Water  Supply  (Continued) 

question o  They  recommended  that  a  water  tower  should  be 
constructed  near  Plaistow  Place »  Subject  to  Ministry  approval 
the  Council  agreed  to  proceed  with  this  scheme,  but  it  is 
unlikely  to  be  completed  until  1961  at  the  earliest „ 

The  Council  also  considered  and  agreed  to  lay  further  water 
mains  at  Loxwood  to  improve  the  supply  position  in  the  village 
and  also  to  provide  a  submersible  electric  pump  at  the  Waterworks 
to  replace  an  existing  electric  pump  and  to  pump  at  a  higher  rate 
from  the  existing  sources 0  It  is  hoped  to  have  these  facilities 
in  time  for  the  early  summer  demand  during  196O0

The  Fittleworth  sewerage  scheme  was  started  in  June  and  the 
sewer  laying  was  substantially  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year« 
The  sewage  disposal  works  were  also  well  under  way  and  it  is 
anticipated  will  be  completed  by  April  I96O0 

A  revised  sewerage  scheme  for  Bury  village  was  submitted  to, 
and  finally  approved  by,  the  County  Council  and  an  investigation 
was  made  by  the  Ministry  late  in  the  year0  Approval  was  not 
forthcoming  at  the  close  of  the  year  and  an  interview  with  Govern¬ 
ment  officials  was  being  arrangedo 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  Bignor  was  not  approved  by  the  County 
Council ,  who  suggested  a  works  for  dealing  with  the  drainage  as 
existing  at  Jays  Farmo  Correspondence  on  this  matter  between  the 
Water  Pollution  Research  Board  and  the  Council's  engineer  was 
proceeding  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Complaints  of  smell  from  the  Northchapel  sewage  works  and 
from  a  small  sewage  plant  for  Council  cottages  at  Kirdford  were 
received  during  the  yearQ  Chlorination  at  Northchapel  and  the 
moving  of  the  plant  at  Kirdford  to  a  new  site  was  in  course  of 
consideration  at  the  end  of  the  period  under  review o 

Repairs  to  the  settlement  tanks  at  the  Petworth  Northern 
Sewage  Outfall  were  carried  out,  and  preparation  for  a  sewerage 
scheme  at  Kirdford  was  in  progress  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year.  The  Council's  consulting  engineers  were  asked  to  consider 
and  report  upon  a  sewerage  scheme  for  Loxwood,  including  the  If old 
Estate  o 


The  majority  of  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  functioned 
satisfactorily  and  the  effluent  reports  from  the  River  Board  were 
generally  good. 


Cesspools 

The  demands  on  the  cesspool  emptying  service  continue  to 
increase,  although  every  effort  is  made,  consistent  with  the 
requirements  of  public  health,  to  keep  the  cost  downQ  The 
Contractors  have  one  machine  employed  full-time  in  the  District 
and  another  machine  is  called  in  whenever  the  work  becomes  more 
than  the  one  can  cope  witho

The  Council  employs  one  man  intended  primarily  as  a  full-time 
Rodent  Operator »  Owing  to  shortage  of  staff  due  to  illness ,  he 
has  had  to  spend  a  considerable  amount  of  time  working  as  a  labourer 
on  refuse  collection;  survey  of  the  District  for  rats  has  suffered 
and  the  number  of  inspections  is  down  by  about  half  of  the  1958  total „ 

It  is  not  surprising  therefore  to  find  that  the  number  of  complaints 
doubled o  Every  effort  was  made  to  deal  promptly  with  complaints  as 
they  came  in  and,  everything  considered s  the  service  coped  extremely 
wello  When  using  'Warfarin,  it  is  essential  to  keep  up  continuity 
of  feeding  once  treatment  has  commenced.  The  treatment  system  can 
be  disorganised  when  the  Operator  has  unexpectedly  to  be  seconded 
to  refuse  collection  for  several  dayso 

Domestic  properties  are  treated  free  of  charge,  but  a  charge 
for  "time  and  materials"  is  made  for  treatment  at  all  other  premises  <> 
Altogether,  37  treatments  were  carried  out  at  premises  other  than 
domestic  properties,  297  at  domestic  premises  and  1.4  at  Council 
properties o  This  latter  includes  several  treatments  at  the  refuse 
tip,  where  prompt  action  is  taken  at  the  first  signs  of  rat  infestation „ 

Warfarin  rat  poison  is  used  exclusively  for  all  treatments  and 
has  proved  highly  successful  providing  the  rats  can  be  induced  to 
feed  readily0  Advisory  leaflets  are  available  to  persons  wishing 
to  carry  out  their  own  rat  destruction  treatment 0 

One  case  arose  where  four  pigs  died  suddenly  after  Warfarin  rat 
poison  had  been  laid  nearby  and  a  preliminary  claim  for  compensation 
was  put  in  by  the  farmer  concerned «  The  co-operation  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food  was  enlisted  and  two  of  the  carcases 
were  taken  to  the  Ministry’s  Research  Station  at  Weybridge  where  post¬ 
mortem  inspection  was  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  death 0 
The  Veterinary  Surgeon's  report  indicated  that  the  pigs  had  died  from 
severe  gastro-enteritis,  no  signs  of  Warfarin  poisoning  being  found 0 

Test  baiting  of  the  sewers  at  Petworth  and  Northchapel  was 
carried  out  during  the  Summer,  but  no  evidence  of  rat  infestation

(a)  Nursing;  The  West  Sussex  County  Council  employs  District- 
Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses »  In  the 
villages  it  is  usual  for  the  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  and 
School  Nurse  to  be  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurse o  In  Horsham 
the  Health  Visitors  act  as  School  Nurses,  but  District  Nurses  and 
Midwives  operate  separately » 

(b)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare;  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are 
held  as  follows 


1°  Horsham  -  at  Health  Centre  in  Hurst  Road.  Sessions  are  held 

twice  weekly,  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  at  2o30  p»mo,  a  doctor 
being  in  attendance  on  the  latter » 

2.0  Horsham  -  Leechpool  Lane0  Weekly  sessions  are  held  on 
Wednesdays,  with  a  doctor  in  attendance  fortnightly »

A  Dental  Surgeon  operates  from  the  Health  Centre,  where 
regular  sessions  are  held  for  the  treatment  of  children  with 
defective  teeth 0  Orthoptic  Clinics  are  held  in  the  building 
but  are  under  the  control  of  the  Horsham  Hospital  Management 
Committee o 


Diphtheria  Immunisation  sessions  axe  held  at  the  Health  Centre, 
but  in  addition  visits  are  made  to  various  schools,  when  the  numbers 
to  be  dealt  with  are  sufficient  to  justify  this.  Similar  arrange¬ 
ments  apply  to  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis o 

At  the  Leechpool  Lane  Clinic,  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  are  held 
for  school  children  for  cases  that  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  School 
Nurses,  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation  sessions  are  held0

Centres  throughout  the  areaQ 

(d)  Ambulance  Services  In  the  County  of  West  Sussex  the 
operation  of  the  Ambulance  Service  is  carried  out  by  the  Sto  John 
Ambulance  Brigade ,  acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council 0  In 
each  area  the  Divisional  Superintendent  is  responsible  for  the  day- 
to-day  administration o 

At  the  Horsham  Headquarters  the  full-time  staff  consists  of 
four  drivers  and  a  driver-mechanic 0  Three  vehicles  are  in  useQ 
The  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Horsham  Ambulance  Division, 
including  the  full-time  staff,  give  many  hours  of  voluntary  service 
to  ambulance  worko  In  addition,  invaluable  help  is  rendered  by 
members  of  the  Nursing  Division  and  also  by  Senior  Cadets  when 
necessary o  During  1959 ,  1,729  patients  were  transported  by  the 
Horsham  ambulances,  the  mileage  covered  being  43,329°  Three 
hundred  and  twenty-two  accident  calls  were  answered.  Calls  for 
an  ambulance  are  made  by  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance,  or 
through  the' police  or  members  on  duty  in  cases  of  accident  or 
other  emergency o 

Since  January,  1959,  a  system  of  radio-control  has  been  in 
operation  at  Horsham,  auid  the  Area  Transport  Officer  is  also 
responsible  for  the  operation  of  vehicles  based  at  Crawley,  Pul- 
borough,  Petworth  and  Midhurst „  The  scheme  is  proving  very 
satisfactory o 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  is  also  controlled  by  the  Area 
Transport  Officer  and  the  full-time  staff  at  the  Horsham  Head- 
quarterso  During  the  year,  27,259  patients  were  transported  to 
and  from  hospitals  and  clinics,  the  mileage  covered  totalling 
335,876,  as  compared  with  336,511  during  1958 «
